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A Call For More Native Lawyers

If Native people were to have 
the same proportion of lawyers in 
their population that mainstream Ca- 
nadian Society has, then there would 
be between 100-1700 Native law- 
yers. A recent report suggests that 
the Native population is under-repre- 
sented in the legal profession. In fact, 
there are only about 10 Native law- 
yers in Canada, any way you want to 
cut it 

It would be unreasonable to 
expect that without greater presence 
in law (and other powerful institu- 
tions in society) that Native people 
would be capable of affecting legis- 
lation, and the attitudes of the aca- 
demic and legal professions. With- 
out more legal representation from 
the Native community, legal obsta- 
cles will be very difficult to over- 
come. If Native people are to be 
represented on the Supreme Court, 
they must have more Native lawyers 
and judges from which to choose 
from. In the meantime, there is no 
reason to believe that one will be 
appointed, although there are several 
outstanding Natives who could prob- 



ably qualify for the job. Those who 
have gained prominence lately are; 
Murray Sinclair, Manitoba Provin- 
cial Court Judge, Ovide Mercredi, 
Assembly of First Nations, and 
Roberta Jamieson former Ontario 
Ombudsman/woman. 

Judges are usually pohtically 
appointed by the party in power and 
the membership lists of these parties 
contain relatively few Native names. 

The handful of Native law- 
yers I kTKDw are bright and hard wwk- 
ing people. They do really want to 
help their people but they are ham- 
pered by the system, which really 
doesn ' t acknowledge their right to be 
themselves. Lawyers with a western 
bias have shaped Canadian laws 
which is why these laws haven't 
worked well for Native people. 

Although the right to self-de- 
termination is at a temporary lull of- 
ficially, the drive to run oiu- own lives 
will never cease because Native peo- 
ple have the right to run their own 
lives. To be denied what is rightfully 
ours is wrong. Taking over areas of 
jurisdiction that concern us undoubt- 
edly will require Native legal repre- 
sentation from our jxjint of view. 

One change that has been sug- 



gested is a tribal court system. 

Tribal courts work in the 
United States, why can't they wwk 
here? 

Even the Canadian Bar Asso- 
ciation is in support of a separate 
justice system for Native people. 

As Leory Littlebear, an 
Albertan lawyer and Native SUidies 
professor said, "We are different and 
don't underestimate the differences 
we have." 

The sweeping $2.5 million, 3 
year Aboriginal Justice Inquiry in 
Manitoba described Canada's legal 
treatment of aboriginal people as "an 
international disgrace." The report 
said a separate justice system was the 
key to alleviating hundreds of years 
of mistreatment in a white man's 
justice system. 

Although Native lawyers do 
study the white man's legal system, 
there is no reason why they could not 
be involved in conflict resolution 
using their traditional values and prin- 
ciples. This includes the Medicine 
Wheel. 

What we need is people who 
understand Indian laws and ways of 
resolving problems. What re really 
want is recognition of our rights. 




The UFO Myth?

We have all seen or heard 
about movies or read books that deal 
with unidentified flying objects or 
extra-terrestrials. From Close En- 
counters of the Third Kind and Star 
Trek to Communion and Intruders, 
the thought of alien life forms tanta- 
lizes the curious. People have had a 
fascination with the mystery of Ufe 
on other planets for quite some time. 
When Orson Wells' War of the 
Worlds was broadcast, terror seemed 
to grip the population. Today, people 
are not as easily persuaded into be- 
lieving stories of ghost and Martian 
invasions. However, the fact remains 
that many people do believe in extra- 
terrestrials. Even some scientists 
acknowledge the fact that someday 
we could come into contact with be- 
ings in another part of this incredibly 
vast universe. 




Yet, some people today be- 
lieve that humans are presently being 
observed, and even abducted, by al- 
iens. Could this be true? Absolutely 
claims Michel Deschamps, 
UFOlogist. He started gathering in- 
formation about UFO and abduction 
cases nearly 15 years ago. One won- 
ders, what would posses someone to 
take up the study of UFO phenom- 
enon? "Basically the fact that there 
was something there that was unex- 
plained and nobody else was looking 
into it," says Deschamps. But 15 
years of ridicule and practical jokes 
will not deter Michel from his inter- 
est What started as a hobby has 
grown into what could be considered 
a full-time job. He was recently 
appointed Provincial Section Direc- 
tor of Northern Ontario for MUFON, 
an organization that investigates re- 
ports involving unidentified objects. 
To bad no salary comes with the title. 
Regardless of the number of 
reports, there will always be the 
skeptics. Reputed debunkers of UFO 
sightings have come up with many 
conjectures. Everything from hallu- 
cinations to tectonic plate movements 
have been cited as the cause of these 
sightings. When asked about the 
latter theory, Deschamps exclaimed 
"This is absolute bull. The person or 
persons that have come up with this 
theory have no idea what UFO are 
about" He himself has seen a UFO 
next to Regional Road 80 — affec- 
tionately dubbed 'Radar Road'. On 
October 9. 1990, between 8:30 and 
9:05 PM, a 40 foot craft apparently 
landed or rather hovered above the 
ground very close to the now defunct 
Radar Base. "My knees were shak- 
ing." Michel says. But he toughed it 
out observing the event for the 35 
minutes. 

However, Deschamps is not 
the only one to have seen a UFO in 
the SUdbury region. On Tuesday, 



January 23rd. 1968, 
Laurentian students had taken 
a photograph of what is be- 
lieved to be a UFO. Also, 
some people that worked at 
INCO in the late sixties could 
tell you stories about UFO 
sightings over the city. But 
lately, questions dealing with 
the circle mystery seem popu- 
lar. Overnight mysteriouscir- 
cles appearing in farmers' 
fields. The bent crops are un- 
damaged and continue to grow 
normally. According to 
Deschamps, crop circles have 
a Unk with UFO, but there is 
no proof to accompany the 
hypothesis. Nevertheless, 
Deschamps thinks that the day 
will soon arrive when humans 
will finally understand the 
mystery of UFO. Numerous 
daylight sightings of these ob- 
jects Hying in the sky havp 
been reported in Mexico City. 
Around 3000 years ago, it was 
predicted that after the sixth 
new sun, namely the 1990 so- 
lar eclipse, these sightings 
would occur. Closer to home, 
for the past few weeks, a 
Mennonite community, be- 
tween Huntsville and 
Gravenhurst, have reported 
sightings at 2 am on a daily 
basis. It seems that the age of 
enlightenment is ujwn us. 

This may seem a little 
disturbing to some; others will 
simply scoff at the allegations. 
Regardless, the truth remains 
that something is there, and 
often it is inexplicable. To the 
uncertain I leave only these 
words: Keep looking skyward, 
you never know what you may 
find!

Parent-owned student houses still offers financial benefits Lifeguard Can't Save Their Jobs

(MC) — During the real estate 
boom of the 1980s, some parents 
of university-bound students in- 
vested in more than their chil- 
dren's education — they also in- 
vested in a home away from home 
a which theirdaughter or son could 
live. Ratherthan seeing four years 
of rent go out the window, the 
logic went, why not buy a home, 
have the child share it with fellow 
students who would pay reiit and 
then sell the home at a profit? 

Since real estate markets in 
Toronto, Montreal andmany west- 
em communities have fallen dra- 
maticaUy, parents wonder whether 
this strategy still pays. The an- 
swer is that, in some cases, it can. 
Significant appreciation in 
the housing maricet isn'texpected 
for at least three years. That means 
that if you have to take out a large 
mortgage to purchase a home near 
your child's university, or if you 
can't carry the home for a long 
time (weU beyond your child's 
four years of school), then it's 
probably a poor investment in to- 
day's climate. 

However, if you have 
plenty of 'patient' cash to invest, 
and don't have to worry about 



how you'll meet mortgage pay- 
ments if you are temporarily short 
a few students, there are both prac- 
tical and tax advantages to buying 
a home which your daughter or 
son would inhabit. For example, 
you will likely feel your invest- 
ment is in good hands if you child 
acts as on-site property manager. 
At the same time, the child learns 
the property management busi- 
ness. 

If you pay your child to 
administer the property you will 
lower your rental income, thus 
saving you tax. Your child's in- 
come will rise, but since he or she 
is likely to have low earnings and 
also has tuition and education 
credits, he or she will probably 
pay little or no tax. 

In the first few years that 
rental property is owned, it usu- 
ally runs at a loss, particularly 
when interest rates are high. As 
long as you have a reasonable 
exf)ectation that the property even- 
tually will generate a profit, you 
can deduct the rental loss and re- 
duce the tax you pay on your other 
employment or business income. 
Since there are rules and limita- 
tions on deductions — for exam- 
ple, expenses related to the ac- 




commodation of your own child 
cannot be deducted — consult a 
professional advisor before pur- 
chasing the home. Also, bear in 
mind that the capital gains ex- 
emption does not apply to real 
estate purchased after February 
1992. 

If you have the financial 
wherewithal to withstand the ups 
and downs of the real estate mar- 
ket for 10 years, you will likely 
make money on your housing in- 
vestment. If you can last 20 years, 
the returns are all but guaranteed.

Several L.U. student's pres- 
ently employed at the Laurentian Uni- 
versity Olympic Gold pool look as if 
they are out of luck for summer jobs 
this summer. 

The reason is unceratin how- 
ever some staff feel it is due to their 
lack of residence in Sudbury. It also 
appears to these people that their ex- 
perience is being over looked. 

Cathy Jerome presently em- 
ployed at the pool is the most quali- 
fied lifeguard on staff unfortunately 
she is being refused a job at the pool 
this summer. She feels it is unfair that 
she should lose her seniority to high 
school students who have not worked 
at the pool or have lower qualifica- 
tions. 

Jerome is the only student 
available to teach high level courses 
such as Nation Life Saving, Leaders, 
and CPR instructors. The courses she 
is teaching to other university and 
high school students, are the very 
courses they will use to bump her out 
of a job this summer. 

This system of hiring and fir- 
ing headed by the pool director, Ron 
Larwood, seems very unfair and un- 
just It seems like common sense to 
hire the person who is best quahfied, 
especially in the case where the job 
involves the safety and lives of peo- 
ple. 

Chris Renaud, another staff 
member who has worked at the pool 



for the past three years finds himself 
in a similar situation. Renaud has not 
only worked at the pool for three 
years but has also headed the Univer- 
sity Lifeguard team at the Provincial 
Lifeguard Championships forlhepast 
two years. This team took home a 
silver medal last year and placed 
fourth this year. 

In an interview Jerome stated 
that "For two summers now I have 
endured this frustrating process of 
working at Laurentian then losing 
my job seniority at my previous job 
in Burlington. In turn I have to settle 
for lower paying jobs, despite my 
experience." 

The pool claims that due to 
cutbacks in certain programs offered 
at the University there are less jobs to 
offer. However the jobs that are open 
are going to students fix)m other uni- 
versities and surrounding high 
schools, who have less qualifications 
and who live in Sudbury. 

The students basically want 
to know why this has happened and 
why Laurentian can not change its 
policy to follow the same policy as 
every other pool in Ontario. 

A statement miuie by one of 
the lifegaurd seemed lo sum up the 
feehngs of the group, "If students 
who do not go to Laurentian are more 
desirable then the people who make 
this school, then why are they not the 
ones who teach the courses now, and 
I am I just a cheap replacement?"
